To General Upswing 


Improved Business In Canada Not 
Credited Wholly To N.R.A. 

Figures issued by the Dominion Bu- 
reau of Statistics indicate business 
conditions in Canada have progres- 
sively improved since March of this 
year, before the National Recovery 
Act was passed in the United States. 

Although officials of the Canadian 
Manufacturers’ Assaciation would not 
express an opinion as to whether the 
increase in Canada’s export trade as 
reported from the Department of Na- 
tional Revenue at Ottawa, was due to 
influence of the N.R.A., Dominion sta- 
tistics indicate it was not a major 
influence. ;

Problems Of Dairymen 


Want Eastern Canada To Export Fair 
Amount Of Butter 

Working through the National 
Dairy Council, the three prairie prov- 
inces have made united efforts to in- 
duce manufacturers in eastern Can- 
ada to export a fair quota of butter. 
That effort started right after a Cana- 
dian butter surplus of 9,000,000 
pounds was announced August_1. To 
this date the western provinces have 
received no indication ‘that any but- 
ter would be shipped to the. old cotn- 
try from the east, according to P. EB. 
Reed, Saskatchewan Dairy Commis- 
sioner and Secretary of the Western 
Dairy Association. 

Mr. Reed said Saskatchewan had 
shipped slightly more than 1,000,000 
pounds to the market overseas. That 
business, he declared was done at a 
net loss, the loss being heavier in the 
earlier shipments than the later ones, 
the result of better prices obtaining 
in England.

Is One Of The 


Canada Geese In Serious Danger | 


Lack Of Food On Atlantic Coast Has 
Hunters should be particularly con- 
siderate this year of Canada geese 
and brant. These birds are in very 
serious danger due to a disease that 
has for the past few years attacked 
eel grass, a flowering plant that 
grows in the estuaries and shallow 
arms of the sea in North America 
from North, Carolina to Greenland, 
and forms the chief source of food 
supply in the winter months for geese 
and brant. Over two years ago this| 
plant began to die off on the Atlantic 
coast owing to being attacked by an 
insidious disease. From a bird protec- 
tion standpoint this extinction of eel 
grass constitutes a major disaster, for 
thousands of geese and brant, which 
normally spend the winter on the 
coast of Nova Scotia, 
| chief food supply cut off. A recent 
survey discloses that the situation 
has not improved. A report by one of 
| the principal Migratory Bird officers 
»| of the Canadian Government states 
The eel grass situation along the 
Atlantic sea-board of Canada and 
the United States is growing worse 
and is affecting an increased area.” 


Keeping Standard Measurements 


Most Difficult. 
Problems Confronting Scientists 


found their | 


Really accurate measurement is 
still one of the most ticklidh problems 
of science, and of all measurements 
@one in England, the most ticklish are 
in connection with the examination 
of the imperial standard yard and 
pound and the official copies of them. 
This is a job that has to be done, by 
statute, every ten years at the Na- 
tional. Physical Laboratory at Ted- 
dington. The scales, for comparing 
the pounds, have been specially de- 
signed and built by the Laboratory. 
They live in a nice cool yault which 
was once the wine cellar of King 
William IV. The scales have five con- 
trols, three of which are merely de- 
signed so as to meet the load, small 
as it is, taken up gradually—to avoid 
any risk of jarring the beam, These 
controls are worked by knobs pro- 
jecting ‘through the door of the 
vault, so that there shall be less’ 
chance of inaccuracies arising through 
the near presence of a moving body, 
air disturbance, or any such tiny 
phenomena. 

The pounds are cylindrical lumps 
of pure platinim, surprisingly small— 
unless you fully appreciate what 
heavy stuff platinum is. They are 
about two inches high, and of the 
same diameter as a half-crown. The

Nutritive Value The Same 


Frozen Meat As Good As Fresh 
Research Committee Reports 


Frozen meat is as good as fresh 
meat, according to the research com- 
mittee of the Royal Agricultural So- 
ciety of England. The committee has 
reported having inquired of the de- 
partment of scientific and industrial 
research regarding the relative merits 
of fresh meat as compared with tin- 
ned, chilled or frozen meat. 

A reply had been received from the 
ministry of health stating that on the 
knowledge at present available there 
is no recognizable difference in nutri- 
tive value as between frozen or chill- 
ed and fresh meat of similar quality. 
Further, there was no evidence that 
modern methods of canning affected 
the nutritive value to any greater ex: 
tent than ordinary cooking.

d-not be relaxed in the slightest. 
Under conditions where the\infesta- 
tion in stubble fs heavy and general, 
it is simply folly to ‘stubble-in” a 
crop on poorly-tilled land. Experience 
has shown that not only is it imprac- 
tical if not impossible to save such 
crops, but also that the swarms of 
hoppers which develop there will de- 
vastate adjoining crops which could 
otherwise be saved. There is a strong 
probability that poisoned bait will be 
refused in instances where crop. has 
been carelessly stubbled in. 

Particular attention is directed to 
what immediately follows, as it is 
here, largely, that the preparatory 
fall cultivation will apply. 

If stubble land must be seeded then 
do so only after proper tillage to re- 
duce the infestation. Such tillage of- 
fers great advantage, even although 
there is still considerable risk when 
eggs are abundant. Usually, however, 
one or two applications of poisoned 
bait will pave the greater part of the 
crop in suitably tilled land. Possible 
preparations for stubble land are: 

(a) In moldboard-plow land, deep 
plowing either in the fall or the 
spring should be used where condi- 
tions warrant or permit; fall plow- 
ing being somewhat the more effect- 
{ve for grasshopper control. All mold- 
board plowing for this purpose should 
be at least 5 inches deep, well turned, 
using the skimmer if available. and 
harrowed; spring. plowing should also 
be packed, ~ feasible. Plow- 


ing of this bury the eggs to 
sufficient tents that; the majority of 
the newly-hatched hoppers perish 
before reaching the surface. Those 
that do survive are ‘so delayed that 
the crop gets a bétter start. 

(b) On heavy clay or disc-plow 
land, where the type of plowing which 
can be done is neither effective for 
grasshopper control, nor good general 
practice, then extremely shallow fall 
tillage may be used for at least par- 
tial destruction of eggs. This should 
be followed by another very shallow 
working very early in the _ spring. 
The spike-tooth harrow is probably 
the best implement for this work, 
where it can be used, but the disc- 
harrow, one-way disc, or cultivator 
will serve if they are set as shallow- 
ly as they can possibly be operated. 
It is very essential that any work of 
this sort be extremely shallow, as tlie 
eggs occur mostly in the top half- 
inch of soil, and the purpose ig to 
break-up the egg-pods or expose them 
on the surface. 

While this practice cannot be de- 
pended upon to make heavily infest- 
ed, weedy stubble safe for seeding, 
nor in mold-board plow soil, it should 
prove reasonably satisfactory for 
moderately infested clean stubble on 
heavy soil. This type of work 
reaches its greatest effectiveness if 
the fall is dry and winter open. 

4. Prevent Migration Of Hoppers 
From The New Summerfallow To 
Crops. It is extremely important to 
destroy the hoppers ery J in in- 
fested stubble that is to be fallowed, 
and thereby prevent their migration 
into adjacent crop. This can be ac- 
complished by a combination of til- 
| lage and baiting. 

First: Plow deeply a guard-strip, 4 
rods in width, around the outside of 
|each field that is to be fallowed, 
either in mold-board or in disc plow

Study Diplomacy 


Suggestion Made That Canadians Get 
Training At British Foreign 
_ Office 

Future Canadian diplomats may 
learn the niceties of diplomacy in the 
tradition-steeped atmosphere of the 
British Foreign Office if a suggestion 
thrown out at the British Gommon- 
wealth Relations Conference is adopt- 
ed, : : 

The idea proposed was that there 
should be an exchange of officers be- 
tween the British Foreign Office arfd 
the external departments of the var- 
ious dominions in order to familiarize 
Officials with the workings of the dip- 
lomatic services of the whole empire.

Stockholm Physician Uses Substitute 
‘Fo Damaged Tympanic Membrane 
A remarkable invention by a we!l 
known Stockholm physician, Vilhelm 
Nasiell, which solves’ a 300-year-cld 
medico-technical problem, was public- 
ly demonstrated for the first time by 
the inventor at the recent congress 
in Oslo of ear, nose and throat Spe- 
cialists. It is an artificial tympanic 
membrane made of thin transparent 
material called “Cellofan,” which can 
be substituted for a broken or’ miss- 
ing typmanic membrane, and in this. 
way restore the hearing without the 
slightest inconvenience to the patient. 
Dr, Nasiell says that in many cases 
deaf persons do not even know the‘r 
deafness is caused by a damaged 
membrane, and he therefore hopes H's 
new method will prove to be a boon 
to many. The cellofan membrane is 
considerably thinner than the natural 
one. It is only 0.02 millimetres th‘ck,

Mellons Of Pittsburg Have Income 
Around $50,000,000 Yearly 

The largest family fortune in the 
United States is owned by the Mel- 
lons of Pittsburg, and is estimated at 
nearly £500,000,000 ($2,494,290,443) 
at the end of three years of depres- 
sion, accordihg to a statement issued 
by Harvey O’Connor the author, 
whose book “Mellon’s Millions the 
Biography of a Fortune,” has just 
been completed. 

Mr. Andrew W. Mellon, former am- 
bassador in London head of the fam- 
ily, banker, metals magnate, and 
former secretary of the treasury, is 
declared by Mr. O’Connor to be the 
country’s richest man. The great Mel- 
lon fortune, Mr. O’Connor says, has 
“sprawled out” across the entire con- 
tinent in a score of unrelated intlus- 
tries, but is integrated through the 
Union Trust Company, a banking in- 
stitution of Pittsburg, which has paid 
the world’s highest dividend rate, 200 
per cent. a year. 

It has been computed that the ac- 
tual income of the family from its 
multifarious investments totals about 


£12,000,000 ($50,000,000) yearly.—
